FUEL ORDER IS NOW IN EFFECT 
Fuel Administrator Garfield's 
drastic order restricting the use of 
fuel, effective last midnight, was 
promulgated shortly before 6 o'clock 
within a few minutes after the Sen- 
ate had adopted a resolution asking 
that the order be po:;tponcd for five 
days. When the Sen;'te clerk nrriv- 
ed with the Hitchcock resolution he 
was told that the resolution would be 
given careful consideration, but that 
the order already was issued and 
would go into effect. Although the 
order was made public abnost simul- 
taneonsly wMi the annanncemant of 
the vote in the Sanala, h had been 
signed and prepofod for publication 
twenty minutet before. Virtually no 
substantial changes were made in the 
order, though some war industries 
specially designate<l will be exempt- 
ed from the provision closing manil- 
fa<turing plants for five days begin- 
ning today and from Monday holi- 
days during the next ten weeks. 

F'uel Administrator Garfield, in ex- 
plaining his order that .all industry 
cease for five days, dec lareil tens of 
thousands of tons of vital necessities 
for American soldiers overseas and 
the Allies were loaded on ships tied 
up in Atlantic ports because their 
bunkers are empty of coal. The coal 
to send them on their way is wai^ 
ing behind the congested freight tflat 
has jammed all terminals, 
has ajmmed all terminals.
